Leon Lukenbill is showing great pro¬ 
mise. Miss Rucker is delighted with 
his voice, but slightly vexed with his 
idea of the character. Dorothy Todd is 
worried over her ability to interpret 
Carlotta. Gordon Riley is very 
pleased witjh his par* and has n few 
possibilities. Billy Jo Renfre as Bene- 
detha seems very confident, and is 
greatly pleased with her part. 

In the third scene Mattie Sue as 
Effie is simply a scream. She’s tops. 
Pat Hankerson as Miss Wamley is 
fair.
